1,050 marriages in each 100,000 of 
‘population. Of these marriages, 112 

had ended or were destined to end in

| officially compiled by the Bureau of 
Census, which discovers that there are 
(112 divorces for every 100,000. 

In other words, one marriage in 
every ten in the year 1916 wil! termi- 
nate in the divorce court. 
| So says American Medicine, under 
the headline “The Problem of Di- 
vorce,” and continues:
